In what is said to have been the 


first wreck in the history of the Flor- 
ida East Coast railroad in which the 
Ufa of a passenger was lost, four 
ivomen and a baby were killed in tlie 
•wrecking of the rear day coach on 
passenger train No. 29 at Wabasso 
jail Thursday evening. 


The wreck is supposed to have been 


tailed by a loose tire on one of the 
wheels of the day coach, which had 
been attached to the rear of the local 
na"cngcr train to help take care of 


Mr. and Mrs. A^- 0. Hiscock of 


I\cw SmKna an(* their son were pas 
sengers on the train and in the wreck 
ed coaek. Mr. Hiscock has been ill 
for a nuhiber of weeks and he and 
fen wife were being taken to Miami 
bv their son for a course of treatment 
in a Miami hospital. 
Mr. Hiscock 


meived a blow on the head and a 
number of bruises and was taken to 
a hospital in West Palm Beach for 
treatment. Mrs. Hiscoek and her son 
received a number of cuts and bruise 
but were not dangerously injured. 


R. A. Davis, rear flagman on the 


train, was canght in the 
wrecked 


coach and badly hurt. However, he 
Iiad presence of mind enough to ob 
tain a fuse from the baggage car and 
•went back up the track to warn a fast 
freight train, which was following 
No. 29. 
The flagman was pinned 


under the body of a dead wontaan, 
but managed to extricate himself, go 
the length of the train for a signal 
flare and make his way back up the 
track in time to flag the oncoming 
freight. 


ed a second tragedy and a possible 
greater toll of dead and injured is 
told by W. M. Clemens, managing 
editor of the Knoxville Journal, a 
passenger on the train. 


The flagman, who was standing on 


the rear of the train when the coach 
left the track, fell beneath a woman 
and the two were pinned under the 
aebns of the wrecked car. 


Badly hurt and stunned by the fall, 


his first thoughts were of the freight, 
canying perishables, which entitles it 
to iun on passenger train time, and 
flinch at the;last station had been 
leported ten minutes behind the pas- 
senger train, 


It took the flagman six or seven 


minutes, he told Mr. Clemens, to col- 
lect his wits and extract himself from 
beneath the body of the dead woman. 
Then, with his flagman's equipment 
scattered somewhere beneath

TURTLE MOUND IS 
ANCIENT LANDMARK 


BIG SHELL DEPOSIT ON PENIN- 


SULA SOUTH OF THIS CITY IS 


SPOT OF HISTORIC INTEREST 


TO ALL. 


Turtle Mound lies on -the panin- 


sula between the North Indian river 
and the Atlantic ocean, about ten 
miles south of New Smyrna. 
It has 


been called the most representative 


not only of aichaeological 
impor- 


tance As a telic of a race of Indians 
long since passed away, but it is also 
historically interesting, for it was 
known to the French and Spanish ex- 
plorers and figures on many of their 
maps of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. 


The mound is composed of shells, 


principally oyster, of very large size. 
The westein side bas been washed 
by the river into a straight wall and 


The other sides slope abruptly, but 
irregularly, to the base. 
On the 


south a bend in the river forms a 
gently curving beach, where the shells 
are_ bleached white by sun and rain. 
Its tangled crown ' of naked myrtle 
and prickly ash, bound together by 
Virginia creeper and moonflower, give 
it the appearance of still greatei

whole mound and wild orange treei 
flourish in protected nooks. 


To one standing on the summit an 


mpression of still greater height is 
jiven by the commanding view of the 
ow and level surrounding country. 


It is called Turtle Mound by John

chased the old Connor home place m the north part of the city and also 
purchased fiom W E Connor the tract containing the old Osceola 
grove which he proceeded to have cleaied and piepared as a nine hole

Handley assured the Exchange club that he would con 
tmue the tract as a golf course this announcement being 
made aftei the option given to Daytona parties had ex 
piied and the Exchange club went out and got pledges 
from a sufficient numbei of residents to insure the half
